Following are several incident? <>f 
the life of Thomas C. Platt, former 
United States senator and for many 
years a national figure in republi­ 
can politics. 
Thomas Collier Platt, 
the 
'Easy 
Boss” of earlier and brighter days, 
was for many years not only the re­ 
publican leader of his state, but a 
figure in national politics, shoulder 
to shoulder with men of such rank 
and reputation as the late Matthew 
Stanley Quay of Pennsylvania. 
Both were men of exceptional in­ 
tellectual attainments, and both turn­ 
ed 
them, 
with 
signal 
success, to 
party organization. Quay died stilU a 
power; Platt outlived his time and 
felt himself in late years out of 
touch with 
the 
moving 
spirit 
of 
events. 


In “ rwenty^ Years 
in 
Congress” 
James *G. Blaine described Platt as “a 
business man bf great personal pop­ 
ularity. He has an aptitude for pub­ 
lic ,, affairs, and is a man o f,strong 
influence in his state. 
He is no de­ 
bater, but has strong common sense 
and a quick judgment of men.” 
Yet with all his native judgment, 
wide experience and skill as an or­ 
ganizer, it became the fate of Platt 
to win remembrance more for his as­ 
sociations with others than for any­ 
thing he did of his own initiative. 
Twice in his life Platt was the 
center of the national stage—once 
when he resigned with Rosce Conk­ 
in g from the United States senate, 
and 
was instantly nicknamed ‘‘Me 
Too” 'Platt, and once when he in­ 
duced Theodore Roosevelt to run for 
vice president with McKinley, very 
much again -Roosevelt's better judg­ 
ment in the face of his repeated dec­ 
larations that nothing could induce 
him- to accept the nomination. 
There could not be a better in­ 
stance of Platt’s skill in persuasion 
and manipulation, or of the irony 
that mocked his ripest wisdom. Mc- 


becfime 
embroiled 
with ’ President* 
(larfield in a bitter controversy over 
the appointment of ‘William H. Rob­ 
ertson to be collector of the port of 
New York. The report was distaste­ 
ful to the New York Organization, 
and both Platt and Conkling refus­ 
ed. to confirm it in the senate. 
Thereupon President Garfield with­ 
drew a 1 (other New York nominations 
made at their instance, among which 
were those of Stewart L. Woodward, 
to be United States district attorney 
and Lou F. Payne, recently remem­ 
bered as an “accelerator of public 
opinion,” to be United' States marshal. 
Finding, themselves in a hopeless 
deadlock, Platt and Conkling both re­ 
signed. Conkling was caught in the 
great blizzard of 1888, and died of 
exposure. Platt was supposed to be 
frozen out of politics. Nothing of the 
sort—he turned 
his 
attention 
to 
building influence in the Southern 
tier of New York counties, became 
state leader again in 1894 and in 
1897 was elected a second time to 
the United States senate succeeding 
David Bennett Hill. 
He fell out with Governor F'rank 
Black and, to defeat his renomination 
put forward Theodore Roosevelt, a

and reported that the two *Ellis ne­ 
groes, brothers, and Ruddy had been 
killed and their riddled bodies left 
in the swamps. 
4 
Sam Ellis, one of two negro broth­ 
ers charged with the responsibility 
of the trouble, was riddled with bul­ 
lets by a posse early todaf, but not, 
however, before he and his brother, 
Wade, had mortally wounded Deputy 
Morgan and seriously wounded Dep­ 
uty Burnette. Wade Ellis escaped. At 
daybreak Deputy Morgan and Bur­ 
nette, who were placed on guard at 
a bridge, saw two negroes approach­ 
ing and commanded them to halt. 
For answer the negroes opened fire 
I*1*6, 
“developed possibilities ,and Deputy 
Morgan 
fell 
mortally 
wounded. Sam Ellis seized the fall- 


president and the days of Platt’s de­ 
nomination in the state lapsed into 
senility. His bodily strength declin­ 
ed rapidly; He made a second mar­ 
riage which ended in the courts, and 
he was sued by Mac Wood,- former­ 
ly a clerk in the government em­ 
ploy, for a divorce, on the strength 
of a third marriage never proved to 
have taken place. 
The episode with Conkling. which 
was not exceeded in public excite­ 
ment, say the newspaper files of that 
day. by any event in the civil war, 
was as follows: 
•Platt was elected <0 the senate in 
1881. He and his colleagi^e, Conkling 


he did 
not justly estimate. 
It was 
Roosevelt’s 
rapid progress 
toward 
popularity and power that later led 
Platt to suggest him 
for 
the 
vice 
presidency, hoping that in the quiet 
of that dignified office he might be 
forgotten. 
Platt 
was 
born in Owego, Tiago 
county, N. Y.,* on July 15, 1833, of 
Puritan ancestry. He entered Yale 
college with the class of 1849. His 
father wished him to study for the 
ministry, but he never advanced farth 
er in that direction than to sing in 
the church choir. 
A brief apprenticeship at literature 
was succeeded by more congenial em­ 
ployment in business. He prospered 
in Michigan in the lumber trade, re- 
tfr- OW ge surf* became- preet* 
dent of the Tioga'National bank; was 
chosen a director and later president 
of the Southern Central Railroad Co. 
and in 1879 was elected general man­ 
ager and secretary 
of 
the 
United 
States Express Company, of which 
company he became president in 1880 
so remaining until his death. 
In physique Platt, as a young man, 
was pleasant in appearance, delicate­ 
ly built, restless and nervous.
